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Claims 




1. An oral medicine composition preventing an 
unpleasant taste which compmses a basic medicine having 
the unpleasant taste and an anionic polymer. 

2. The medicine composition according to Claim 1 
wherein the anionic polymer is\ at least one selected from 
the group consisting of carragaenan, chondroitin sulfate, 
dextran sulfate, alginic acid,^ g^erun gum, xanthan gum and 
salts thereof. 

3. The medicine composition according to Claim 1 
wherein the basic medicine having the unpleasant taste is 
an antibiotic, an antidementia medicine, an antiplatelet 
medicine, an antidepressive medicine, a medicine for 
improving metabolism of a brain circulation, or an 
antiallergic medicine . 

4. The medicine composition according to Claim 1 
wherein the basic medicine having the unpleasant taste is 
donepezil hydrochloride . 

5. The medicine composition according to Claim 1 
wherein the basic medicine having the unpleasant taste is

6. The medicine composition according to Claim 1 
wherein the anionic polymer is contained in an amount of 
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0.1 to 20 parts by weight with respect to 1 part by weight 
of the basic substance having the unpleasant taste.

8. A method for preventing an unpleasant taste 
which comprises the step of\blending an anionic polymer 
with a basic medicine having! an unpleasant taste.
